During the past year many of CIA's training programs have under- 
gone extensive evaluation in terms of their fulfilling requirements that 
truly reflect the needs of the new era of' intelligence. A review of the 
orientation and briefing programs conducted by the Office of Training 
has led us to the decision to discontinue Project USEFUL. We believe 
that the depth and variety of our current programs such as the twice- 
yearly JCS/DIA Orientation, the lectures at the Defense Intelligence 
School, and other briefings arranged through our liaison services, make 
Project USEFUL no longer necessary. With respect to the JCS/DIA 
Orientation, however, we propose that the quota for attendance be 
increased from 50 to 65 for eacji session.
